NEW HORIZONS 


Reminiscing a little and recalling 
my adventures with glads during 
more than the past two decades, it 
seems that they have been more ex- 
citing for me than for anyone in the 
business. To be the proud introduc- 
er of such famous varieties as Spic 
and Span, King David, Hearts Desire, 
Bridal Orchid and Dark Brilliance 
has brought pleasures and rewards 
beyond expression. 

However, my work with glads goes 
beyond the mere growing and selling 
of bulbs. Along with the first bulbs 
I planted, was the seeding of some 
Dr. Bennett seeds given to me by 
one of my sister-in-laws, and I have 
grown gladiolus seeds every year 
since. I have had seeds x-rayed; I 
have tried the most unusual crosses, 
I have developed a program of in- 
breeding many years ago. Many seed- 


lings were selected and propagated 
and discarded because none of them 
quite met with final approval. 


This long program of experiment- 
ation has finally proved its worth 
with the development of some entire- 
ly new things in glads. Now... look- 
ing to the future I envision new hori- 
zons for the gladiolus world through 
the improvement of new double seed- 
lings which I have--in several colors 
and various stages of doubling. An- 
other interesting new type is an es- 
pecially long-lasting variety which 
had continuous color for over a 
month, from one bulb which produced 


three spikes. This seedling promises 
to give us a new, true garden-type of 
flower. One of the double types, a 
coral-rose, semi-double sport of King 
may be introduced in 1958.

Dark Brilliance is a King David mu- 
tation darker in color, rather than 
lighter, as is the case with most 
sports. The color is a very deep wine 
red with velvety, glossy florets 
which retain the silver picotee edg- 
ing of King David. Buds are almost 
black. The florets are more plain 
petaled but open more flatly against 
the stem. 20-22 buds, 8 open, 6 in 
color. The open florets are not as 
dark as some black reds, but Dark 
Brilliance has much better opening 
ability and has exceptionally good 
keeping qualities. Bulblet germina- 
tion excellent and produces fine, 
clean, high crowned bulbs. Not as 
prolific as King David. 


Dark Brilliance was rated highly in 
the 1956 symposiums. A well-known 
Illinois exhibition grower writes: *'] 
am certain that Dark Brilliance will 
be a contender for grand champion 
m a year or so.”’

Beauty rose will open 8 
or more florets with six more in color 
on fine, tall, straight spikes carrying 
20 or more buds. It is healthy, good 
propagator and easy growing. Re- 
tains all the fine qualities of its 
parent King David. This is the sec- 
ond King David sport I have intro- 
duced and is as different from Dark 
Brilliance as night is from day. Our 
Milwaukee florists are very enthusi- 
astic over the fine new coloring of 
Beauty Rose as it is most appealing 
indoors and under artificial lighting. 
I especially invite cut flower grow- 
ers to test this variety. It has vigor, 
produces fine, clean foliage and 
bulbs, propagates easily and is a 
100% cutter. It is very stable as no 
reverts have appeared in four years 
of growing.

A. B. COUTTS—A fine, large buff, excellent because it 
fills both commercial and exhibit requirements. Color 
—apricot buff with deep yellow throat. 22 buds, 8 
open. Produces many bulblets which germinate well. 
Grows tall and straight. 


AMBER GLORY—Here is richness of color beyond com- 
pare, a deep amber yellow with strawberry throat mark. 
Exceptionally tall with many buds. Opens 5-6 beautiful 
florets. Commercial growers should stock this one as 
its slow opening florets last and last. It’s good!

Florets are round and per- 
fectly placed on sturdy spike. Excellent in every re- 
spect. Will have a great future. 


CHALEUR: I seldom list blue varieties 
because of the growing problems they pre- 
sent. Chaleur has produced healthy bulbs 
and foliage for me so I am willing to list 
it. Spikes are medium in height, 6-7 florets 
open. Color: medium violet with very deep 
blotch tipped with cream. Good propagator. 


CONRAD (Tyndall) (90 days) (413)—Very tall deep 
yellow with a large scarlet feather on lower petal. 
Deeper in color than Spotlight, larger, with lightly 
ruffled and fluted florets. It has grown to 7 feet in 
height in some localities, but with us, 6 feet is com- 
mon. Bottom floret 5 inches, opens 6 to 7 in the field 
with 5 more showing color on a 20-bud spike. Flower 
head 30 inches. Florets have very heavy texture, are 
well attached, and have long-lasting quality. Good 
propagator. We have yet to see a crooked spike. Win- 
ner of N.A.G.C. award. 


CORAL ACE—A beautiful sport of the famous Burma. 
Spikes, tall, straight, sturdy. 8 beautiful, ruffled, very 
large florets on 20-22 bud spike. In heavy demand by 
cut flower growers.

CRINOLINE BELLE—An exquisite Wedgewood seedling.

EDGEWOOD: In demand for commercial

Color just 
a trifle lighter, but flower heads are much longer, more 
buds, more open. Has fine ruffling and is an excellent 
grower and propagator. This past season produced 
some of the largest and finest spikes of any yellow

FORTUNE 1954 (422)—A rich, attractive, golden orange 
with no markings. An Orange Gold seedling with purer 
color and long flower heads. Opens 6 of 19 buds, 6 
in color. Best 3-spike seedling at Jefferson Seedling

Many 
bulblets which germinate and grow like weeds. Florets 
medium sized but wax-like and very beautiful in ruffling 
and color. 


MARGERY—A most vigorous grower, gorgeous tall spikes 
with 8 5” florets open on 20 bud spikes and many 
showing color. Bright cerise rose with lighter throat. 
Margery is valuable because of its earliness and is at 
perfection when it blooms early. Sometimes shows 
some flecking during hot weather, but this doesn’t affect 
its commercial value. Retailers love it. Has a long list 
of awards.

A most vigorous grower, tall 
and with many 6” florets open on tall straight spikes.

WHITE PLUME (Clarke-Tyndall) (80 days) (500)—Very 
large pure white with a faint lavender line on mid-ribs 
of lower petals. Height 72 inches, 30-inch flower head, 
up to 25 buds, bottom floret 6% inches. Florets are 
plain, opening 10 with as many more showing color. 
Florets are well attached on straight stems. Excellent 
propagator. 


VISION (Roberts '53) 331 (M)—A well-grown spike of 
Vision is indeed a sight to behold, with up to 12 per- 
fectly ruffled florets open at once. A lovely light salmon 
and cream combination. Promising show variety. 


WILD ROSE: A good commercial variety. 
Bright rose, with cream throat. Tall grow- 
ing. Fine cutting, 7-8 open. 


BEST YEEEO 


In my opinion the best bet for future greatness in yellow 
is GOLDEN ROD. This glad has everything needed to 
make it an outstanding commercial and exhibition variety. 
A clear, deep yellow with an extra fine substance, 8-10 
ruffled, heavy substance, good keeping florets open, 6-7 
in color. Spikes tall, straight, placement perfect, bulbs 
and foliage extra healthy. Produces large bulblets abund- 
antly and they germinate easily. This variety is not listed 
by many, but don’t let that worry you. I predict that it will 
be at the top in the near future. 


MY FAVORITE VARIETIES 


The varieties which I rate most highly for all around pur- 
poses, health, easy-growing and dependable cutting for 
commercial use are: 


CONRAD, a late, fine fall color; CRINOLINE BELLE, 
early, free-growing lavender; FORT KNOX, GOLDEN Boy, 
LEPRECHAUN, PROSPECTOR, four fine commercial yel- 
lows; LORELEI, now the best cream for cut flower grow- 
ing; TRAVELER, LORETTA, PINK ELEGANCE, three 
beautiful, easy-growing pinks; RED RADIANCE, the 
bright commercial red; MARGERY for an early rose; FOR- 
TUNE, the richest colored, most dependable in the orange 
shades; JUBILEE for the ‘'Corona”’ type, SNOW VELVET 
for a fine, new commercial white, and the highly ruffled 
Roberts varieties, BERMUDA: DIRECTOR: FIESTA: MAY 
DAY and SILVER STREAM.
